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DETAILED ACTION 

Clainns 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior 
art, U.S. Patent # 5,880,634 of Babanezhad, does not teach nor render obvious 
an operational amplifier circuit with compensation for parasitic capacitances 
associated with input circuit resistors and feedback circuit resistors that has, in 
combination with other limitations, a first semiconductor element between a first 
input circuit resistor and a substrate; a second semiconductor element between a 
second, feedback circuit resistor and said substrate; nor does it have a first 
switching circuit for connecting each of said semiconductor elements to one of a 
voltage input and a voltage output of said operational amplifier circuit and a 
second switching circuit for programmably connecting each of said resistors into 
one of said input circuit and said feedback circuit. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
